Taxi Workers Union 
To Protest Against | 
5 Cent City Tax 


To Demand That Tax 
Be Withdrawn 


NEW YORK.—A demonstration 
of taxicab drivers against the city 
5-cent cab tax will be called next 
week by the Taxi Workers’ Union 
at City Hall to express the protest 
of thousands of taxi drivers in the 
city who are being robbed of their 
earnings the imposition of the 
tax. Cab vers are getting fewer 
tips where the tax is being de- 


and many hackmen are still being 
forced to pay the tax out of their 
earnings. 

The pressure of the taxi drivers 
and their threat of a Strike which 
would tie up the city forced the 
Board of Aldermen to revoke a 
previous decision to withdraw all 
licenses from drivers failing to pay 
the tax. But instead they substi- 
tuted an equally burdensome ruling 
that all drivers will have to pay 
interest on taxes they fail to turn 
in. The taxi drivers are ineistent 
that they will not stop their fight 
against the tax until it is com- 
pletely abolished, since it actually 
constitutes a wage cut.
